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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1 . On February 28, 2001 , an office action was sent to applicant rejecting claims 24- 
31 and 50. Applicant responded on June 8, 2001 amending claims 24 and 50. 

Specification 

2. The objection to the specification has been removed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter that the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The recitation, "An ambulatory orthosis that implements the 
method of claim 24" in claim 1 , lines 1 -2, is still indefinite. Is the ambulatory orthosis 
recited in claim 50 the same as the one recited in claim 24? To overcome this rejection, 
applicant should recite - The method of performing coordination exercises for 
neuromotor training according to claim 24, wherein the ambulatory orthosis includes . . . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 24-31 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pitkanen. See paragraph 6 of the previous office action. In addition, see column 
8, lines 5-7 discloses that the orthosis is ambulatory. Pitkanen discloses a support 
portion (roller) that fits around a portion of the joint. In addition, Figure 1 0 of Pitkanen 
discloses a support portion that fits close to the hip joint being exercised and teaches 
including a support portion that fits around an exercised joint for stability and security 
during exercising. As such, it would have been obvious to have a support portion that 
fits around the first joint for stability and security during exercising. 



Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 6-1-01 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See the above discussion. The examiner disagrees that Pitkanen is not 
ambulatory. Webster's II New Riverside Dictionary defines "ambulatory" as "not 
stationary: moving about." In light of the definition, Pitkanen discloses an orthosis that 
moves about during exercise. In addition, see column 8, lines 5-7. 
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Applicant also argues that the Pitkanen does not disclose a support portion that 
fits around the joint. The examiner disagrees. The roller in Pitkanen fits around a 
portion of the joint. In addition, Figure 10 shows the orthosis including a support portion 
that fits around the user for stability and security during exercise. Thus, one skilled in 
the art would have known to fit the support portion around the first joint for stability and 
security during exercising.
